House Exoedites W o r k on Legislative 
Appropriation Bill. 
Washington, March 29.—The house 
during the day in order that the legis­ 
lative; executive and judicial appro 
priation might be considered without 
being subjected to limitless points of 
order, passed a rule prohibiting that 
method of fighting tile bill.

precedent,

The Dimitris were evidently father 
and son. 
All of the 
nun w ere com­ 
paratively young and smooth shaven. 
N oneoflhe men bore anything on their 
clothing, the nam es given above being 
taken from letters in the sacks and 
satchels in the room where the four 
bodies were found. 
There were many 
other names, most of them, however, 
were signatures to letters addressed 
to tile dead men. 


One Had Served in Turkish Army. 


The nationality of the men was de­ 
termined by Rev. Boskow’isz, pastor 
of the Greek church 
here, who was 
about the only person who could be 
found to read the letters. 
H e found 
among the papers 
a discharge from 
the Turkish army, belonging to Agne 
Karofil. 
The police have almost no clue as 
to who or how many persons were con­ 
cerned in the murder. 
The only possi­ 
ble clue which may lead to som ething 
definite was obtained from a drayman 
named Micklenberg. 
He says that lie 
was 
approached 
Monday 
afternoon 
last by som e men whom he took to be 
Italians or Greeks, who wanted him to 
take 
six packages 
from the 
house 
where tile dead bodies were found to 
the union station. 
On arriving at the 
house he found 
there were 
twelve 
packages and 
after some 
haggling 
about the price he took them to the 
station. 
A 
young 
man aged 
about 
twenty years rode on the wagon with 
him. 
The other 
men walked. 
The 
man who rode on the wagon said the 
party was going to Duluth. 
At the 
station Micklenberg noticed that the 
men from the house were joined by 
several other men. a woman and a lit­ 
tle girl. 
From this clue the police be­ 
lieve 
the murders were 
committed 
some time between midnight Sunday 
and Monday morning. 
This suspicion 
is clinched by the 
statem ents of S. 
Magnuson. owner of the house where 
the murder occurred. 


Made Horrifying Discovery. 


At about IO a. rn. lie asked the po­ 
lice to search the house. 
He said that 
an aged 
German who occupied 
tin* 
lower floor of the house could not he 
found. 
He it was who notified Magnu­ 
son that a fight had taken place in 
the rooms over the ones occupied by 
the German Sunday night. 
T he Ger­ 
man said lie b e n d scuffling in Die rear 
of the house, but thought nothing of it 
until he finally observed that the ten­ 
ants above him were not moving about 
as usual. 
After notifying Magnuson, 
the Gorman disappeared apd has not 
been located nj) to a late hour. 
Magnuson at once called up Patrol­ 
man Peterson, who 
broke open the 
doors and made 
the horrifying dis­ 
covery. 
Magnuson told the police that about 
four months ago a well dressed Italian 
rented the Hoper floor of the house and 
paid four m onths rent in advance. The 
Italian told him he was foreman of a 


railway 
construction gang and 
that 
none of 
the hotels would 
keep tin­ 
men. The next day tw elve men moved 
their belongings 
in. 
They went to 
work ta ch day 
and returned in the 
evening. 
They 
were' 
quiet, 
never 
drank and made little1 muse1 and those 
living about the place paid little at­ 
tention to them. 
Magnuson never in 
quired their 
names ane] 
merely en 
tored them err the books as tenarCr-- 
from whom four months rent I sd been 
paid in advance. 
Tho men lived. Me1’ I 
and ate their meals In the1 little morm­ 


on the* second floor. 
Tire- “foreman’ 
was never' seen again and the police 
have absolutely no “line" em him. 
When the house 
of slaughter was 
searched a lamp was found burning 
in a rear room 
upstairs. 
The lamp 
was seen burning there the previous 
night. 
This at first, led the police to 
believe the murders were done in two 
nights 
Tiro two bodies in the base­ 
ment, according 
to Coroner Kistler, 
lmd bo< n dead nearly two flays. 
The 
blood surrounding tilt1 bodies in the 
upper rooms was more fresh than that 
around those in the cellar. 
Also the 
wounds on the four appeared to have 
been m ade 
later. 
The men 
in the 
basement had been 
killed by having 
their throats cut ami the police are in­ 
clined to believe that they were noir 
dered for their money and that a free1 
for all fight followed over a division of 
the spoils. 
This is indicated by the 
wound.-4 found on tho bodies in the up 
per rooms. 
Their faces were slashed 
almost beyond recognition and there 
were wounds all over tho bodies, all, 
he wevod, having deep 
slashes in the 
throat. 
One mankind fallen against a 
hot stove and the right side of ins face 
was 
burned 
past all 
identification. 
Beside this man lay the bloody hatchet. 


Some of the Bodies Stripped. 


The-figiit-for-money theory is borne 
out by the finding near the bodies of 
one or more money belts, in which was 
$5*6 in United States 
currency and 
gold. 
On one of the bodies was found 
a watch which was still going. 
Some 
of the bodies had been stripped, evi­ 
dently for robbery. 
Duluth holds the secret of tile mur­ 
ders. 
Late 
developments show 
the 
tragedy took place som e time after Ii 
p. rn. Monday. 
At the morgue during the afternoon 
J. Micklenberg, the drayman, identi­ 
fied one of the dead men as the one 
who had met him at the house that 
afternoon when he had called to haul 
away som e baggage. 
This man had 
shaken hands with 
the interpreter, 
who had hired the wagon. 
The young 
man 
rode duwn to 
the depot 
with 
Micklenberg. 
He was about eighteen 
or nineteen 
years 
of age. 
Micklen­ 
berg asked him where they were go­ 
ing. 
“W e’re going to Duluth,” he said. 
Inquiry at the 
depot corroborates 
the draym an’s story. 
The ticket agent. 
who w as on duty 
Monday afternoon 
says: 
“I remember selling ten tickets for 
Duluth to one man Saturday for the 
Great Northern train 
which leaves 
here at 3:25. 
The fellow looked to 
me lik< a Greek or an Italian. 
I did 
not take particular notice of him, nor 
did I see the other 
m em bers of his 
party.” 


Checked 
Their 
Baggage. 


Inquiry at the baggageroom shows 
the party checked m ost of their lug­ 
gage. 
The baggagemen remember the 
party, and assert that they had a num­ 
ber of bundles which were checked 
to Duluth. 
inasm uch as the party was knit to­ 
gether by ties of nationality it is be­ 
lieved that, they had been together for 
some time. 
Part of the men are in 
Duluth and what they know will give 
the police the first real ground work 
of the case. 
Mickle nberg’s identification 
shows 
that the men who went to Duluth wore 
part of the same 
crew of which the 
murdered men were members. 
Full details have been sent to Du­ 
luth and search is being made there 
for th*1 ten 
mon who arrived 
t h e r e 
Monday night. 
In tho two 
satchels found 
in the 
house w ere besides som e woodsmen’s 
clothing a curious set of regalia con­ 
sisting of caps, robes 
and kerchiefs 
containing charac tors 
and emblems 
which it is thought may have heloiu’od 
to an order of the Greek church. There 
were also beads and several other re­ 
ligious emblems and 
a biscuit with 
what appeared to he Greek or Arabic 
em blem s on one side and a picture* of 
a saint on the other. 
There were two 
sets of linen robes and caps, on which 
sacred pictures were crudely printed. 
In one of the grips w as found a check 
on a Duluth hank. 
One theory is that five of the nun, 
supposed to be Greeks, were killed by 
♦an opposing faction of railroad labor­ 
ers w ho are Turks and that the one 
Turk who was killed w as a member 
of the attacking party.
